Roosevelt and Code of Honor.

Lack of Water a Handicap. 

Fire companies Nos. 7 and 10. and hoox 
and ladder company No. |! responded to 
the alarm, although the fire was some 
distance beyond the canporate Winite. 
Afthough the firemen did gallant work 
they were thoroughly handicapped” BY 
lack of water, only one of the two avatl. 
able plugs furnishing a stream that 
would have extinguished a doll house. 
Assisted by the inhabitants, who were 
somewhat. reassured hy the appearance 
of the firemen, the latter succeeded In 
saving seyeral houses by wetting the 
Sides and swathing the roofs with wet 
blankets.
